All  the  varieties  we  offer  are  the  ones  best  suited  to  this  climate,  giving  excellent  results  the  first 
season.  Choose  the  best  position  for  your  garden,  with  south-eastern  exposure  if  possible,  open  to  the 
fresh  air  and  away  from  trees.  The  soil  should  be  well  drained,  and  should  be  at  least  18  inches  deep, 
composed  of  good  garden  loam  (a  portion  of  sod  loam  is  desirable)  and  well  rotted  manure.  Roses 
should  be  planted  so  that  the  union  of  the  bud  and  stock  is  2  inches  below  the  surface.  The  soil 
should  be  very  firm  around  them.  Our  pot-grown  stock  can  be  set  out  at  any  time.
